The 
eoustruction of Improved stretches and maintenance of the roads will. be the 
tasks of these labor brigades. Primarily, the laborers will be selected from 
‘ationg the deportees (such as Pormer government employees and ex-Army offic ers) 
who, in the case of males, have not reached their fifty-second birthday. The 
age Limit for the women is reported te be forty. The working day will be twelve 
heures and. the laborers will recelve pay corresponding to the sixth pay category.
